Delegates  to  the  Kansas  City 
Regional  Council  for  Higher 
Education  Student  Committee 
discussed  orientation  when  they 
met  Apr.  27  at  St.  Mary  Col¬ 
lege.  Xavier,  Kas. 

.MSC  representatives  who, 
also  comprise  the  new  fresh¬ 
man  orientation  committee, 
were  Diana  Brown,  Rosanne 
Bartlett.  and  Bob  Bosch. 
Charles  E.  Koerble,  dean  of 
students,  and  Miss  Karen  Lick- 
lidcr.  dean  of  women,  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  deans  of  stu¬ 
dents  committee. 

In  addition  to  exchanging 
orientation  materials  and 
student  handbooks  with  the 
other  schools,  delegates  al¬ 
so  exchanged  ideas.  Some 
of  them  follow: 

.  .  .  The  “big  sister  -  little 
sister"  and  “big  brother-little 
brother"  programs  is  effective 
on  some  campuses,  especially 
where  they  are  all-girl,  all-boy 
colleges.  In  one  school  the  big 
sister  has  two  little  “twin  sis¬ 
ters,"  who  live  on  and  off  cam¬ 
pus,  respectively.  The  off-cam¬ 
pus  coed  participates  just  like 
the  campus  dweller  and  event¬ 
ually  spends  a  night  in  the  dor¬ 
mitory.  At  many  schools  the 
big  and  little  sisters  correspond 
during  the  summer. 

.  .  .  The  intellectual  side  of 
college  life  is  often  overshadow¬ 
ed  by  the  social  orientation. 
Some  schools  ask  entering 
freshmen  to  read  some  book  on 
higher  education,  e.  g.,  a  con¬ 
troversial  one  or  a  text  on  the 
theory  of  education.  Discussion

take  place  during  freshman 
orientation. 

At  one  school  a  national¬ 
ly  prominent  and  challeng¬ 
ing  speaker  addresses  the 
freshman  class  on  the  val¬ 
ues  of  higher  education  or 
some  similar  subject.  (Per¬ 
haps  if  MSC  gave  such  an 
exciting  introduction  to  the 
intellectual  side,  more  stu¬ 
dents  would  lake  advantage 
of  the  cultural  presenta¬ 
tions  which  are  brought  to 
the  campus.) 

In  some  of  the  smaller 
schools,  freshmen  and  upper¬ 
classmen  participate  in  panel 
discussions  or  semi  -  formal 
bull  sessions  on  controversial 
subjects.  (It  has  been  suggest¬ 
ed  that  MSC  could  use  this 
mental  and  social  stimulus  at 
the  floor  meeting  level.)  Some 
schools  follow  the  presentation 
of  controversial  movies  like 
“La  Dolce  Vita”  with  stich  dis¬ 
cussions. 

.  .  .  After  orientation  ends, 
freshmen  write  in  their  English 
classes  a  theme  in  reaction  to 
orientation.  Other  schools  con¬ 
duct  surveys  of  both  students 
and  faculty. 

.  .  .  Some  schools  do  not 
separate  the  freshmen  from 
the  other  students  in  hous¬ 
ing  facilities  in  order  to 
avoid  too  much  class  dis¬ 
tinction,  to  make  the  fresh¬ 
men  feci  mor<?  accepted,  to 
make  more  available  the 
advice  and  assistance  of 
upperclassmen  to  fresh¬ 
men. 

...  In  two  colleges,  the  fresh¬ 
men  present  a  talent  show  in 
October  or  November.  In  an¬ 
other  school  they  sponsor  the 
Christmas  dance.  Merchants  in 
one  college  town  donate  melons 
for  a  watermelon  feed  for  the 
freshman  class.  They  also  post 
signs  saying  such  things  as 
“Welcome,  Frosh!”  Many 
schools  have  some  sort  of 
orientation  picnic.

In  an  attempt  to  meet  indi¬ 
vidual  needs,  some  of  the  sev¬ 
enth  grade  students  at  Horace 
Mann  are  encouraged  by  their 
mathematics  teacher,  Don  Hef¬ 
ner,  to  make  their  own  assign¬ 
ments.

Interpretation  Class 
To  Present  Oedipus' 

In  Little  Theater 

A  reader’s  theatre  production 
of  Sophocles’  “Oedipus  the 
King”  will  be  presented  by  the 
Speech  172,  advanced  interpre¬ 
tation,  class  at  6:30  p.  m.  May 
13  in  the  Little  Theatre  of  the 
Administration  Building. 

“Oedipus  the  King”  was  first 
produced  in  tlie  427  B.  C.  de¬ 
cade  when  Sophocles  was  ap¬ 
proximately  65  years  old.  It 
was  presented  at  the  Greek 
festival  known  as  City 
Dionysia,  held  annually  at  Ath¬ 
ens  in  the  spring  of  tlie  year. 
In  contrast  with  tlie  interpre¬ 
tation  class  presentation,  tlie 
theater  of  Dionysus  was  open 
to  the  sky  and  was  ritualistic. 

Sophocles’  style  of  writing  in¬ 
troduced  the  use  of  three  prin¬ 
cipal  actors  rather  than  two 
and  managed  to  make  char¬ 
acter  and  dramatic  action  in¬ 
terdependent. 

The  play  is  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Fulsom, 
chairman  of  tlie  Speech  and 
Drama  Department.  Cast 
members  include  Tom  LaVille 
and  Ron  Wineinger,  Oedipus;
